In response to the Notice of Allowance mailed December 28, 2004, and in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .705, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the 
patent term adjustment. 

Statement Of Facts - 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)(2) 

(i) Correct Patent Term Adjustment and Basis 

The subject application was filed after May 29, 2000, not between June 7, 
1995 and May 29, 2000 as indicated in the Determination of Patent Term Extension 
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accompanying the Notice of Allowance, and is thereby eligible for adjustment of patent 
term in accordance with 37 CFR 1.702. 

Moreover, Applicants respectfully draw to the Examiner's attention that as 
of the date of the mailing of the Notice of Allowance, the correct patent term adjustment 
is 21 1 days based on the grounds set forth below. 

(ii) Relevant Dates under 37 CFR 1.703 

The subject application was filed as a U.S. national stage application 
under 35 USC 371(f) on June 23, 2000. A Notice of Allowance was mailed by the Office 
on December 28, 2004, more than three years from the actual filing date of the 
application. The difference between the actual filing date and mailing date of the Notice 
of Allowance, not including the period of time consumed by Continued Examination, is 
457 days. This calculation is based on the number of days in the period beginning on the 
day after the date that is three years after the date on which the national stage commenced 
under 35 USC 371(f) in an international application, June 23, 2000, and ending on the 
date the Notice of Allowance was mailed, December 28, 2004, and subtracting there from 
the number of days in the period beginning on the date that a Request for Continued 
Examination was filed, September 23, 2004, and ending on the date that the Notice of 
Allowance was mailed. 

(iii) Terminal Disclaimer 

This application is not subject to a terminal disclaimer. 

(iv) Circumstances under 37 CFR 1.704 

Applicants further submit that the period of adjustment set forth above be 
reduced by a total of 246 days. This calculation is based on sum of the cumulative 
difference between the following periods of time in excess of three months that were 
taken to reply to any notice or action by the office:
